For about the midſt of Jayary came News to the Court at Lints,

were not fo remarkable as the preceding, yet the Impermliſtsſti!!

But ſo ſoon as the Seaſon permitted the Duke himfetf” haſten'd to 
take Ge efy cre the 0010 he m— and fo toward the 

inning of JwxetheArmy being randevouz'd about Neftria,hepaſsd 

rs From. at Komorrah, and marchd for Graz where he —— 
expecting the Regiments of Moravie and Silefaz and thence intend- 
ing for theSiege of Bude, upon the fourteenth of Fane he paſsd the 
River again at the fame place. Which he had no ſooner done, but 
upon the ſixteenth of Jane, he inveſted Vicegrade ſeated on the o- 
ther ſide of the River, and heretofore confiderable for the fre- 
quent Reſidence of the Kings of Hxngary, with a Body of Horſe, 
and the ſame evening attacK'd and gain'd the Town 3 upon which 
the Txrks, that were in the Caſtle to the number of feven hundred 
and forty men, came to a Capitulation the next day and march'd 
out with their Arms and Baggage. But while the Duke was thus 
employd,- the Garrifons of Alba Regalis, Zygeth and other places, 
having notice that the Imperialifts had left their Baggape at Graz, 
guarded only by a ſmall =o of Horfe and Foot, under the Com- 
mand of Major General Ho//oweibwith a Body of fix thouſand men 
advanc'd to Gra, and with fo much fury fell upon the Imperiliſts 
that the foremoſt Troops being put mto furve diſorder, the Major 
General was after a brave reſiſtance flain. Bat then the Regiments 
of Rabata ſtanding the whole brunt of the Enemy, till” the other 
Troops recovering out of their diſorder came into their affiſtance, 
they put the Tirk to an abſolute flight, and purſifd 'em for ſeveral 
Mites. In this encounter the Txrks loſt 6 or 700men, and fourſtan- 
dards, afterwards preſented to the Emperour; the Imperialiſts 
about two hundred ; among whom the Baron Levi was faid to beei- 
ther killd or taken. Count Rabata was alſo a Prifonet, and tied by 
the Txrks to one of their Horſes tayls, but cekeasd mm the purſuit. 

Al this while Newhauſe! had been cloſely block'd tip by Caprara, 
who had kept itall the winter time from being reliev'd by tht Tacks 3 
ſo that it was by this reduc'd to pinching extremity : And therefore 
the Ottomans finding they could do no good with finall parties, re- 
folv'd toſuccour the Town with a compleat Army of 20000 men; 
The Duke of Lorraiz having intelligence that the Ertenry was ad« 
vanc'd as far as Vaccia, between Budez and Novograde, reſolvd to 
give 'em battel. To this purpoſe he ſet forward, and coming with- 
in fight of the Enemy, found 'em drawn up in Ba#talie upon the Hills 
near Vaccia, having on the right Wing the River-Daenow and a large 
Moraſs, and the left ſecur'd by a thick Wood. Thereupon the Duke 
having embattell'd his own.meh, about eleven aClock at Noon 
mov'd dire&ly toward the Enemy in two lines, beſides the reſerve, 
and the Troops left to guard the Baggage: The Tzarks ſuffer d him

to advance without oppoſition tul . to the foot of the = 
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and then with their uſual cries made a deſperate charge upon Taff's 
Regiment, . which was almoſt in the middle of the line,-'and where 
the Duke being m-perſon, had his own Horſe wormded ander' him, 
and two more. Horſes of the Officers-next him kill d with Piſtol ſhot. 
The Turks having thus ſpent their firſt fury, and'obſerving the firm- 
neſs of the: Imperial Battalions, turn'd their'back for a while 5' but 
then rallying again, fell upon the Chriſtians on every ſide, and then 
wheeling off,' return'd a third time and made another deſperate 
charge, but not being able to break their Enemies array, who'ſtill 
made their. way ingood order, they:fell into:confution; and routed 
by their own fears, the Horſe abandoning the Foot, betook them- 
ſelves to flight 3 being purſu'd by the Imperial Cavalry of the firſt 
Line for above an hour: but by reaſon: of..the {wiftneſs of their 
Horſes they ſoon got -out-of gh - \'The Foot thus left to mercy 
were moſt of them (lain; the reſt eſcaping into YVacria.” This Body 
confiſted of about 20000 men, of which four thonfand were Lar- 
tars, commanded by the Baſſe of Bude and feveral Bafſ#s under him. 
The Baſſa of Buda himſelf, was ſupposd to be {lain; his Horſe being 
takn by a private Soldier of Taff 's Regiment, who preſented it to 
the Duke of Lorrain. Nor did Vaceia-ptotett the fixntives} the Tm- 
perialiſts ſoon after making thernſelves. Maſters of 'the Town, where 
the Txrks ſurrender'd at diſcretion. So that in all the naniber-6f the 
Enemy ſlain was reputed to be 30co.” and 1500 taken:Prifoners; and 
among the reſt a Baſſe and ten Ag4s 3 with ſeven picees of Canon 
and ſeveral Colours. As for theloſs of the Chriſtians it was very ith- 
con(iderable, as not having miſt above twenty or thirty men m'the 
whole Action; Vaccia being thus ſurrender'd, Novograte was jmmedi- 
ately quitted by the Turks, and afloon poſleſsd by thelmperialiſts. © 
This Battle was fought the 27th. of Fare, which Month thus end- 
ing with this memorable defeat of the Tzrks, at the. beginning of 
July, the Duke of | Lorraine haſten'd-with his victorious Army to Peff, 
another Garriſon of theTxrks on the farther {ide of the: Dazow, and 
began without delay to. batter the Town with his Canon and Fire 
Bombes. But the Txyks in great fear and diſorder retir'd with the 
beſt of their goods to Buda, having firſt ſer fire to ſeveral houſes' mn 
the Town,. as alſo to the Bridge, to prevent the purſuit of the Impe- 
rialiſts, But they entring immediately, ſoon became Maſters of *the 
Fire, and of a place, which had the Enemy had the courage to:de- 
fend, might have coſt both time and men. vi 5000 ; 
- TheDuke of Lorrai# being thus in poſlefſion of. Peſtplac'd there- 
in-a conſiderable Garriſon + conſiſting. of two Battahons of Foot, 
and a party of Dragoons3 and being reinforc'd by Caprara with a 
body of fix thouſand men, among which were fix hundred Hunga- 
rians that had deſerted Count Teckelie 5 and by Laubomirskie, with an 
addition of 4coo Poles, in all 40000 ſtrong, repaſsd the Darow 
upon the 7 1ch.. and 12th. of July, over a Bridge of -Boats laid over 
the River not far from the I{]e of St. Ardrew ; while Lz//ey was or- 
derd with the Forces under his command toward the Bridge of 
Effck, to make. good that paſs. yn 
Upon. the 14th.of Jaly the Duke of Lorrain having forc'd the 
 Twrks from the Poſts which they had on this fide Buda; came with all 
his Forces and fate down before the Town. 
. Buda, by the Germans call'd Ofer, is a City of 'the lower or hithcr- 
| molt 
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moſt Hungary, ſtanding for the moſtpart upon a Hill 'near the Banks 
of the Darow, the other part lying in a plain level about fifty four 
German Miles from Vienna tothe Sourh, and forty nine from Belgrade 
to the North. Formerly the 'Refidence of the Hurga#iar Princes, 
and which King Sigeſprind adorn'd, with ſeveral Magnificent Stru- 
&ures particularly with a Palace built after the old Roman man- 
ner, environing the Caſtle with beautiful Walls and Terrafs'd Walks, 
that overlookt moſt-pleafant Gardens and Fields adjoyning. It is 
fortified with ſtrong Walls and Bulwarks, containing a great num- 
ber both of private and publick Structures exquiſitely built, fo that 
all the reſt of Hargary can hardly be faid to ſhew any thing more e- 
legant, more pleaſant, or more ſecur'd by art and nature : It was 
taken the 12#h. of Arguſt inthe year 1519. after it had been eleven 
times aſſaulted by the whole force of the Ottoman Army. 

The Duke of Lorrain being fate down before this City, in aſhort 
time made himſelf Maſter of the lower Town and lodg'd his Soldi- 
ers in the Ditch under the Wall of the upper Town, before he ſent 
his firſt expreſs to the Emperour. 

Whilſt the Duke lay in this poſture before Buda, the Turks in a 
Body of thirty or five and thirty thouſand men hover'd abovt two 
German miles from the Town near Hanſchabets, expeCting all oppor- 
tunitiesto relieve it. 

But the Duke not willing to be peſtzrd with ſo troubleſome a 
neighbour and the toyl of continual skirmiſhes, reſolv'd to diffi- 
pate the main Body from whence theſe petty Obſtacles of his grea- 
ter Enterprifes had lite and Motion. To this purpoſe about the 
21 or 22 of July, after he had left all his Infantry and what Horſe 
was neceſlary to continue the Siege, with the reſt 'of the Cavalry 
and a thouſand Foot commanded by the Count of Averſperagh, to- 
gether with fifteeri hundred Hufars under the conductof Connt E- 
fterhaſs, Governour of Raab, he marchyd all night to encounter the 
main Body of the Enemy, who though very well entrench'd, ſoſoon 
as they ſaw the Imperialiſts, came out of their Camp about twenty 
thouſand ſtrong : The Duke of Lorraiz divided his Army into two 
Battaliasz the two Wings being each compos'd of thirty Squadrons 
of Cuiraſſiers,and ten of Dragoons, and the Foot being plac'd in ten 
ſmall Bodies between the intervals of the Horſe. The Txrks had plac'd 
2 or 300 Fanizaries upon the deſcent of the Hill, and-ffx thouſand 
Horſe at the foot of the Hill toward the” right Wing” of the Im- 
perialiſts, where were poſted a thouſand Hungarians, ad made ſe- 
veral movements,which plainly demonſtrated their defignof attach- 
ing their Adverfaries intheF lanks, which while the other labourd 
to prevent, the fight began, wherein the Tiyrks maintain'd a ſharp 
diſpute for the time 5 and making uſe of policy as well as ſtrength 
drove a hundred Camels upon the left Wing of the Chriſtians, think- 
ing to have put it into diſorder, but the ſtratagem failing, by the in- 
duſtry of 3o Dragoons which turn'd 'em quite another way, the 
Turks recoyl'd , and were follow'd ſo cloſe, that it length being 
all in confuſion, they betook themſelves fairly to their Heels, and 
fled up to the top of the Hill , where they routed their own re- 
ſerve, while the Victors in the purſuit became Maſters of their whole 
Camp, as at the raiſing of the Siege of Viewna, their Tents, their Bag- 
gage conſiſting of 1000 CONTIN 500 Mules, their Artillery being 
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eight peices of Canon and all their wealth. Four thauſand were 
ſlain upon the place, among which were a thouſand Janzzawes, be. 
fide what were kill'd and: wounded in the prrſuit by the Poles and 
Hungarians, who was order'd to, continue the chaſe. The great 
Standard of Mahomet was taken, which the Sultax uſually gives to 
the grand Vifier, when he takes upon bim the general command of 
the Army, and the Pavillion of the Turkiſh Officer, who is known 
by the Title of Seraſquier 5 and was chief Commander of the Army 
in the abſence of the Vijer. 

At the ſame time Count Lefty, lying before Berzeche, or Virovitza 
a Town about two Miles diſtant from the Drauae, had intelligence 
given him that the Tyrks were drawing together all the force they 
could make between the Sava and the Dravws to ſuecour the place. 
More particularly that the Baſſa of Marotz , who had the guard of 
the Bridge of Effeck, was advanc'd with two thouſand five hundred 
Turks as far as Flatina in order to his joyning with the Beg of Zer- 
zeg and Governour of Gradiſchia, who for that purpoſe were. upon 
their march with 1400 men more, thereupon he ſent away four 
thouſand Croats under the Command of Count Trartmanſdorfſje to 
hinder the Enemies conjun&ion 3 who marching all night about ſe- 
ven the next morning ſet upon the Baſſa in his Cawp near Flatina ; 
where after a ſhort refiſtance the Turks were forc'd from their Poſt; 
with the loſt of many men kill'd and taken Prifoners; the reft be- 
ing purſird as far Tarbine. 

But then the Vidtors returning from the purſuit, met with a party 
Commanded by the Beg of Zarney,who knew nothing of the defeat 
of the Baſſz of Marotz,with whom they were going to joyn, and by 
that means unluckily dropt into the mouth of a victorious Enemy. 
For the Chriſtians fleſl'd with their late ſacceſs, fell upon the half 
ſurpriz'd Infidels with that vigorous Reſolution, that they flew near 
five hundred upon the place, took many more Pris'ners with a con- 
fiderable quantity of Ammunition and Proviſion intended for the 
Releif of theGarriſon. So that the loſs of the Turks in both theſe 
Adions was reckon'd to be no leſs than a 1cco of the choiceſt men 
of theſe two Bodies [lain out-right, while Trautmaxſdorfſe thus dou- 
bly Crowr'd with freſh Lawrels return'd with Plunder and Prigners 
to the Leagner before Vicovitza. 

The next day being thetwentieth of July Count Leſley command- 
ed the Priſoners that had been taken, to be plac'd at the head of 
his Trenches, and among all the reſt he order'd one to acquaint the 
belieged with the defeat of the Body from whence they expected 
their Relief 3 to which although the Garriſon return'd no Anſiver ; 
yet did the General grant'em till five in the Evening to conſider of 
certain Propoſitions for the ſurrender of the Place : and for two 
hours there was a Ceſlation from all Ads of Hoſtillity. 

But then the ſame Evening the Befieged began to fire again - 
Thereupon the General gave order for the filling up of the Mote 
and the Morafs, and for the providing ten Thouſand Faggots for 
that ſe. Which being done and all things now ready for an 
aſſault; the Beſieged began to refle upon the danger they werein, 
and ynwilling to venture the laſt extremity,in ſeaſon defir'd a Parley, 
and preſently after the Hoftages were exchang'd,though the Articles 
were not agreed upon till the next day. But then all things being 
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concluded, Virovitza was ſurrenderd to Leſley, and fix Hundred 
Men with the like number of Women and Children march'd out of 
the Town, leaving behind*'em ſixteen Peices of Carmon, having ll 
upon *em-the Arms of the Emperours Maximillian and Ferdinand. 

The Garriſon according to the Articles of Capitulation was con- 
vey d twoMiles from the City by a Guard of the Beliegers ; bit af. 
terwards meeting with a Party of Croats, they were all or the moſt 
part ſtripp'd, plunder'd, and cut in peices together with the Wo- 
men and Children. / 

Upon the taking of YVrrovitza, the Twks having abandowd Soppia, 
Fatina, and Werazir, Count Leſley fate down before Bezowits, which 
not being able to hold out made a timely Capitulation, and furren- 
 derd upon the ſame Articles that Virovitza had done. By which 

means he had both leiſure and opportunity to lay a Bridge over the 
River Dravws, that ſo he mifht be in a condition to joyn the Duke 
of Lorrain upon all occaſions. —_— 

While thus Count Leſley ſecured the main Leaguer at a diſtance 
the Imperialifts took their ſeveral Poſts about Buda-3 and though the 
lower Town had'no other 'defence then a ſingle Wall, yet did the 
General think it convenient to make formal Approaches to it, as 
well becauſe of the great Garriſon that was in it, as- becauſe of the 
Communication which they had with the upper Town. 

Theſe Approaches therefore being finiſh'd, the Duke of Lorrair, 
cansd an Alfaule to be made upon the lower Town upon the nine- 
teenth of July, wherein the Imperialiſts behav'd themſelves withthat 
Bravery that they made themſelves Maſters of the Place, notwith- 
ſtanding the great number of Janizaries that defetded it of whom 

there were {Jain not fewer then a Thouſand who had not time to re- 
tire into the upper Town, | 

The next day the Duke causd an attack to be made-ypon the Fort 
of St.Gerard, which the Enemy quitted together, with:theCannon 
that was in it. And now being thus Maſter of the lower Town and 
theFort, he causd his men to take two Poſts more ; ohe next the 
great Tower in the way to Graz, the other near the Court in that 
joyr'd the Town and the Caſtle. ja, 

On the other fide the Beſieged were not idle, but finding them- 
ſelves very much annoy'd by the Chriſtians from St. Gerrerds Hill, 
upon:the firſt of Augui?, made a thund'ring Salley, toward thecloſe 
of the Evening, which began a ſharp and erce encounter: hetween 
them and the Chriſtians 3 in which the beſieged ſuffer a repulle:; 
wherein'the ſlaughter of the Enemy could not chooſe bnit be yery 
conſiderable as being repell'd, hey colt the lives of two hundred 

of the victorious Befiegers 3 among Whom the Signior Caval/ityi Lien- 

'tenatit Collonel 'bf the Regiment of Gran and the Marqueſs Bags: 

were fait; the Count of Sherfenberg, Major General, and the Mar- 
ies deParel/a;'with ſeveral other Officers wounded, ' | 

The day following the Enemy made another Salley, but retir'd 
preſently again 3 perceiving perhaps thoſe diſadvantages inthe day 3 
on which they: had run headlong the night betore in the dark. - 

- Whatever were the reaſon of their ſudden. retreat, certairi it is, 
that the Tirks got nothing by either Salley, but broken pates 3. be- 
fides cheChriſtians gain'd a work which the Belgegers kadcaft up, to 
'guard a'breach which the Dd had made im the Wall of the 


Town; 
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Town ; and for ſome days continu'd their Batteries with their Bowbs 
and Canon, with ſo: much vigour, that they made ſeveral other 
breaches, and proceeded fo ſuccesfully in their Mines, that the Duke 
of Lorrain minding to give a general aſſault, ſent an Officer wich 
two Turkiſh Priſoners before-hand, to ſummon the Governour Cara 
. Mybomet to ſurrender:the Town 3 and to let him know that if he 
- ſuffer'd things to run to the laſt extremity, he muſt not expect any 
- Quarter : Which was anſwerd with no leſs inhumanity then haugh- 
tineſs by the Barbarian : For after he had causd the heads of forty 
Chriſtian flaves to be cut off in his own and the preſence of the 
Meſſenger, 'he bid him tell his General he would neither give nor 
expect Quarter. | 
However he did not long enjoy the fatisfaCtion of his cruelties, 
nor his inſulting replies. For upon the fifth of Argui? the haughty 
Turk receiv'd his death wound by a ſhot from the Camp as he was 
viewing” one of the Chriſtian Batteries z of which he died within 
twoor three days after. He was ſaid to be one of the beſt Officers 
the Turks had; as being one who had ſerv'd in the Steges of Candi, 
Caminiec, and Vienna, in the battle of Choczir againſt the Poles, and 
in all the moſt memorable Occaſions of his time. To whom 'im- 
mediately ſucceeded Cheitar Baſſa, no leſs infortunate, as being kiltd 
with a Cannon ſhot before he was hardly warm in his Government ; 
ſo that. the cloſeſt Aga of the Jarizaries, to prevent a vacwm in au- 
-thority, was forc'd to take upon him the defence of the place. 

In the mean time the Chriſtians, tho' continually vex'd with warm 
and frequent Alarums and Salleys, fail'd not to make their approa- 
ches with a,moſt obſtinate reſolution, To which purpoſe upon the 
eighth of Augxft, the Chriſtians after they had beaten back a thou- 
ſand of the Tyrks who Sallrd out early in the morning, with fome 
loſs to thergſelyes, but a ſomeer {laughter of the Enemy. They alſo 
ſprunga mine the ſame day in a place near one of the principal Bat- 
teries.of the Beſiegeds which tho” it took not the intended effect, 
yet were the Beſtegers thereby nothing diſcourag'd in their laborious 
Progreſs, but having finiſht the reſt of their Mines within ſome few 
daysafter ſprung'em together, which ſo well ſucceeded that they 
madea yery large Breach in the Wall, However. the Duke of Loy- 
rain did not think it fit to give a general Aſſault ; for that he found 
the beſieged had made a large retrenchment behind the Wall of the 

Town, and; ppderſtood' moreover, that the Garriſon was very nu. 
merous. |

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Maltz, the Pope and Dake of Tyſcany, conſiſting in all of forty ſix

This Sar#a Maxra is an Ifland joyning almoſt to the Continent, ſeat- 
ed in the Golf of Larta, otherwiſe Preveſz, famous for the victory of 
Auguſtus againſt Marc Antony; and wreſted from the Veretians by Ma- 
homet the ſecond 3; ſince which time it has continu'd under the ſubje- 
.. tion of the Txrk, to the great annoyance of the Venetiansby Pyracie'; 
being well peopled and about ſeventy Miles in Circuit. The main For- 
treſs 1s ſeated at the mouth of the Gulf, on alittle neck of Land, very 
ſtrong and well fortified, having theSea on the one fide and a great 
Morals on the other. 

On the 21th. of July thelight Veſſels enter'd the Port of Damata, 
- on the right ſide of the {lgnd, ſufficiently capacious to receive a large 
Fleet, and ſecurd by a Mole. Signior Morette landed firſt with a 
hundred and fifty men; and after him General Straſo/do with two Ve- 
netian Regiments, the Popes and the Infantry of Malta; at what time 
the reſt of the Veretiaz forces and thoſe of the Duke of Tuſcany land- 
ed on the Welt (ide. = 

The next day the General ſent a Summons to thoſe..m the Fort to 
ſurrender it: To which the Governour return'd for anſwer, That the 
Fortreſs belong'd to the Grand Signior, who had'given him charge of 
it, and thataccording to his duty he would defend'itto the laſt. 

Thereupon a party of Horſe was fent toward theSuburbs of the 
Town on the Eaft (ide which they found quitted"by theEnemy.

| born up their reſolution above their expeCtations. For abaut the be- 


ginning of September the Duke of Loryain himfelf, wearied with. the 
toils of Wars, and watchful cares of an iuduſtrious General,” fell 
fick of a Fever which held him till paſt the middle- of the Month, fo 
thathe was forc'd toretire for a while to a place near the Camp call'd 
the old Town. At the ſame time alſo, ſickneſs forc'd the Duke of 
Croy, and Commiſlary General Breizer to leave (the. Camp. Which 
diſtempers of the General, and other great Officers though they had no 
fatal effe& upon the Army,yet it causd ſome abatement of their wanted 
ſucceſſes. *Tis true that the Enemy was repulsd with loſs in two Sal- 
leys which they made, the firſt upon the eighth of ' Septezrber to their 
great damage, and a ſecond the ſame Evening with as ill ſucceſs z for 
the Battalions of Sowches, Beck and Newburgh coming into the timely 
aſliſtance of thoſe that guarded the Trenches,” the ſlaughter of the E- 
nemy happen'd to be very great ; however they loft Lieutenant Col- 
lonel Soxches with ſeveral other officers and forty Soldiers. Neverthe- 
leſs for want of Foot, the beſieged rum'd the Works which the befieg- 
ers had raiwd to cut off the communication between the Town and 
the River. [202 7 | 

Before this alſo upon the firſt of September, the Turks made a defpe- 
rateSalley in the night, which before they had not done, the fury of 
which fell upon the Dragoons who did not expett their coming, of 
whom they ſlew a hundred and fifty with little loſs on their fide. 

The next morning likewiſe they made a ſecond Salley with Horſe 
and Foot, but the befiegers having timely notice:of 1t;:repelt['d theF- 
nemy with a far greater ſlaughter, and ſeveral Priſoners taken; 

Equal or rather far better ſucceſs had Collonel er aa who being ſerit 
out with a thouſand Imperial Cuiraſſzers, and fix hundred Hung arias 
Horſe, and underſtanding that a great Convoy, confiſting of four han- 
dred Wagons laden with Proviſion, drawn every one by four Oxen 
under the guard of four thouſand Tirks, had paſsd the Bridge of Eſeck, 
and were marching for Alba Reealis, placd a convenient Ambuſcade 
in their way, which at the firſt diſcharge killd above fifty of the Ene- 
my and put the reſtto flight : Yet were they not fo totally. routed, but 
that they ralli'd again in hopes to recover the Wagygons which they 
had ſo cowardly abandon'd and fellapon his rear. But it was then 
too late, for they that were ſcard before not being able to endure a 
ſecond charge were ſoon conſtrain'd to ſhift for their lives, while 
Henſter return'd to the Leaguer with all his booty, which prov'd a ſea- 
ſonable ſupply for the Army. 

Theſe were the moſt remarkable paſſages that happen'd before the 
Conjun&tion of the Bavarian Forces: which about the middle of Sep- 
tember was happily notifid to moſt parts of Exropez for upon the 
twenty eighth of Avgnit theEleftor of Bavaria arrivd at Vienmwa by 
water, where he was firſt complemented .by the Depitties of the Au- 

rian Nobility, and then met by the Emperour himſelf, who carry'd 
im in hisCoach to the Palace, being ſalnted all the way by arr 
diſcharge of all the great Guns of theCuy. gen nh 

On thethird of September he departed from Vien4, arid thenext day 
arriv'd at Presburgh with his Infantry and train of Arnlery. 

The 5th. he parted from thence for Gran, where after he had rari- 
devouzd all his Horſe and Foot he march'd in a body to Bxds, and

was obferv'd at Vienna the Anniverſary of theCitics dehverance' by 
the: victorious Arms of 'the Emperour, the King of Poland, and thdſe 0.

Clergy as well:Secular as Regutar 3/ at which the Emperour affiſted on 
Foot with the Nobility, and the Officers of all the Soveraign Courts in 
their Robes; which being once over, all the Guns about the Town were

iSo-Tooras the Bleftor arriv'd at the League? with all his Forces, the 
Imperial:Army upon a Muſter appear'd to be /20c00 Horſe and r0000 
Foot; ibefides the-Bavariar Succounrs, which 'were about tixteen thou- 
ſand, and the recruits'daily expected fromSwbiaand Bohtnriah. 

- And now the Duke of Lorraiz, as if the recruit of his Army had 
recruited his health; purſid the chafe of victory with his accuſtom'd 
vigor. - | His Soldiers-alſo Jaboured 1n their approaches with renew'd 
courage, while the Bavarians undertook that part of the Town that 
lay next the water, from whence they ſoon depriv'd the befieged of 
enjoying their late Conveniencics. For now-upon a general Muſter, the 
whole Armyappeard: to conliſtof twenty thouſand Horte; and about 
ſix and.twenty thoufand Footy reckoning inthe Bavarian! ſuccours 
which together with the recruits expected out of Sabia and other 
Parts were deer -ſafficient: to fight the Seuſquier and maintain the 
Seige at the ſame time. For now the intclligence grew hotter then be- 
fore, that the Baſſa had receivd politive orders to raiſe the'Stige at the 
hazard of his ite.” 

-+, Of ;this Lefeyigave ſpeedy notice both to the Emperonr at Vienna 
and tothe Camp before Bxda. Who keeping. his Poſt at the Bridge 
of Turauowath,withia reinforcement of three thouſand Croatians, could 
not beiforc'd from-lits Moraſtes, but. ſtill watch'd the notion of the F- 
nemy.. i The Seraſgwertherefore refolv'd tolcave him, and march di- 
realy:for the reliet:of the diſtrets'd Town. However he could not 
decamp- ſo,ſecretly; but that-the Country People gave Z2/fes intelli- 
gence of his| march5 who:tho'he thougit it not convemient to (tir 
from his Poſt, yet ſent a Partyafter him, and finding that he was upon 
his march toward-the Bridge of Efeck, difpatclvd away his Adjutant 
General Mzghio togive notice of his deſign. But notwithſtanding the 
feverity of his-receiv'd orders, and that he was advanc'd ſome part 
of his way; when he-underſtood that the Bavarian ſuccours were ar- 
riv'd; andithat the convoy: ſent to Alba Regalis was ſurpriz d and taken 
by! the Imperialifts he put a{top-to his march, and as it was reported, 
-wasrefolv-d.to have-repalſs'd/the Bridg of Effeck, as one that diſpair'd 
to accompliſh the rehief of the Town. And it is thought he would 
haveſmade no farther attempt; had not freſh Commands and repeated 
Menacies con(train'd him to proceed. 
.\In-the mean time the Bavariers briskly carried on their two new at- 
ticks toward the Water-gate, *which they were informs by a Gunner 
taken Prisner-finoe!the War, 'and-eſcap'd a little before was the weak- 
eſt fide of the'Town, and where-in-a ſhort time they had compleat- 
ed three Batterics,: while the Imperiahſts with no leſs induſtry carry-d 
on the other attaques;' in order to 'a general Aſſault. And io great 
were thert hopes4o. carry the-Fown by (ſtorm, that upon the 224. of 
September, the Duke of . Bawria fent a Corporal with a Turki/b Pris ner 
into*-the Town- with Letters: x60 the Baſſa in Command, to let him 
know-that his Highneſs gave him: an Accompt of his arrival betore the 
| Town, 
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Town, from whence he was reſolv'd not to ſtir till he, bad reduc'd the 


place under the obedience of the Emperour ; and:withal admoniſhing 
him not to let things come to extremity. ' But ſuch was the reſolution 
of the Baſſa, that after he had afſembltd the Principal Officers of - the 
Garriſon, he ſent for. the Corporal, and when he had read the Letters 
in ther hearing, addreſſing himſelf to the Chriſtian Officers, \made 
anſwer, Thathe thank'd his Highneſs for the Accompt he gave. him; 
that he had beheld the Arrival of his Forces; and that he underſtood 
very well theRules and extremities of War, as having been a-Squldier 
for many years 3 however that he wou'd not ſurrender the place ſo 
long as he had men and Ammunition to defend it, and proviſions to 
ſubſiſt : Which faid,he gave the Corporal twelve Ducats and {int him 
back to the Elector, 

But as this was no more then was expected, ſo both Imperialiſts and 
Bavarians omitted nothing either of: Art or Induſtry to carry on their 
approaches, wherein the Bavarians were ſo ſucceſsful, that with a mine 
which they ſprung they made a conſiderable breach in the Wall, not- 
withſtanding the frequent Sallies of the Turks and the great number 
of Granado's and Artificial Fires which they flung into the Trenches 
of the Chriſtiansz which did very little or no harm, in regard that 
the beſiegers ſecur d themſelves with Gabions and packs of Wool. 

Whilſt thus the one (ide laboured in aflurance of being ſpeedy Ma- 
ſters of the place, and the other as ſtoutly defended the Town in 
hopes of releit, the Imperial Camp was warmly alarum'd withthe ap- 
proach of the Seraſquier, who was faid to be advanc'd with-a Body of 
five and twenty Thouſand Horſe without Cannon or Intantry as far as 
Alba Reealis formerly the place of the Coronation and enterment of 
the Hungarian Kings, two and forty Miles diſtant from Buda. - 

Thereupon the Duke of Lorrain leaving the EleFor to manage the 
Seige, ſet forward upon the 16th. of September with a Body;of twenty 
Thouſand Horſe and Dragoons to meet and fight him by the way. But 
when both ſides camein view of each other, the Danke found the Baſſz 
ſo ſtrongly entrench'd with the River Sarwitz before bim that he did 
not think fit to attaque him at ſo nuch diſadvantage. The wary Trrk 
alſo kept cloſe within his Trenches, unwilling to hazard a battel fo far 
from the Place which he was to releive. So: that. after. a ſhort ſtay 
the Duke of Lorrain thought it more convenient to return tothe 
Seige, leaving the Prince of Baden with ten thouſand Horſe to obſcrve 
the Enemies motion 5 upon his return to the Lezexer,a Council. of War 
was call d where it was reſolv'd by the Imperialiits to: expet the Ene- 
wy in their Camp 3 to which purpoſe the Eleftor-and Duke attended 
by all the General Officers viſited all theQuarters and Linesof Circun- 
vallation, as well as the Trenches and Poſts toward the Town, and 
every where gave neceſlary Orders. 

On the other ſide, the Seraſquier obſerving the retreat of the Dake 
came boldly on, and upon the 22th. oft September, attack:d the Chriſti- 
an Camp with great fury 1n two places, endeavouring to break. in.upon 
the Imperialiſts and to force his way to the Town; but he met; with 
ſo ſtout and undaunted a reſiſtance, that after a ſharp an4-obſtinate 
foht for ſeveral hours, wherein many were flain.on both fides he was 
forced to retire in much diſorder, and to leave two ot his Standards 
behind him. In the mean time, the beſieged made a deſberate Salley 

with fiftcen Hundred men as well Horſe asFoot, and. te . upon the 
Guards of the Trenches with ſo much reſolution,that theBeitegers were 


forc'd to give ground 3 upon which the encouragd Turks advanc'd, 
run 
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ruin'd ſeveral of the Beſiegers Works, and one of their principa[Bat- 
teries, nailing the Cannon that was mounted upon it, with the loſs of 
three- hundred of the Chriſtians: but then certam Squadrons of Horſe 
ſpeeding to'their afliſtance, the Turks were again beaten back-to the very 
| Gates of the Town, with the ſlaughter of a two Hundred men. 

The Seraſquier alſo retreated that Night about two Miles from the | 
Leapner ; but the next morning he made another attempt, though not 
with that Vigour as the day before ; and ſeenrd by the event to be 
more out of deſign then that he thonght to do any good. For while 
theImperialiſts were engag'd, frve Hundred Jarizaries wading through 
a Moraſfs, which was lookt upon to be impaſſableup to the Arms in 
Water and Mud, got into the Town; yet not with that good luck 
but that they left ſome of their Company ſticking in theMire, who 
became the Sport of the Musketeers. 

Theſe two attacks ſeconded by a Salley, and three brave Repulſes 
coſt the lives of many valiant Men. However the Seraſquier, hoping 
he had doneenough to ſave his Neck by putting five hundred men in- 
to the Town, was glad he was got off ſo, making all the haſt he could 
from his unwelcome entertainment, being purſird by the Duke of Loy- 
rain till he had fecur'd himfelf under the Guns of Alba Regalz. 

Thus Septerwber drew toward an end; a Month no lefs remarkable 
for other notable atcheivements perform'd againſt the Tzrks to their 
conſiderable danmage, which as they very much weaken'd the Ottoman 
force, ſd they greatly nnpeded the Releif of -Brda. 

For on the one fide the Morlikes in Dalmatia toward the beginning 
of this Month, tnadean incurſion into the Txrkzþ Territories, not far 
from Cl5ſz, and after they had burnt ſeveral Villages, brought away a 
conſiderable rumber of Prifoners. In their return they met with eighe 
Hundred Trkifh Horſe marching toward Cl;ſz, which they utterly de- 
feated, killing two Htindred - upon the Place, and taking all their Bag- 
gage. Nor was thisall; for beingreinforc'd with a recruit of fix Thou- 
ſand men, they poſted themfdves near Cl;/z in order to their Conjun- 
&ion with General Morerigo, who wasreſolv'd to attack that place, be- 
ing a neat City with aſtrong fortified Caſtle, | 

Much about the ſame time another Party of Morlake's and Heydnkes, being 
jyn'd with the Bandits ſeat by the Viceroy of Naples to lerve the Yenctian in 
Dalmatia, defeated -anotber conſiderable Body of Tarks that were drawn to- 
gether jn at hanged of Spaletro to hinder their incurlions, flew berween two 
and three hundred, upon.the Place, took ſeveral Prig?ners, and brought away a 
conſiderable Booty. of ſeven hundred Head of Cattle, 

Art a farther diſtance, the King of Poland toward the latter end of Auzuft 
inveſted the ſtrong Caſtle of Faſtowits, not far from Caminiec, and ſummon'd the 
Governour to ſurrender, who at firſt according to the hanghty manner of rhe 
Twrks, retutg'd 4 fierce anfver. That he had Powder and Bullet ſufficient to 
. defend the Place, and would therefore maintaia ic tothe laſt extremity ; but no 
ſooner did the Poliſh Batteries begin to play, aud the Bombs and Careſles to fly 
about his Ears, but {uddain Terrour ſeiz'd the beſieged in ſuch a manner, that 
they defir*'d a Parley, which ſoon ended in a Compoſition ; in purſuance of 
which,the T urks marchd ont the third day after the Scipe, to the number of 5@O 
fizhting men : at wha t tune ſeveral of the Tark;fi Officers befought the King 
for his Procetion, and that. they might have liberty ro remain within the Poliſh 
Territories, being unwilling to return home for fear of being queſtion'd at their 
return for their Cowardice. 

Which ſucceſs was attended by another of no leſs importance ; for much a- 
bout the ſame time, the Treaſurer of the Crown of Po{and wreſted a compleat 
Victory from the Waywod of Walachia, to the deſtrution not only of his own For: 
ces, but the Twkih Auxilizties that were joynd with him, who together with 
their lives loſt alfo their Camp and all cheir Baggage. Succeſſes ſo much the more 
conſiderable, becauſe they kept the Tarks upon their Guard in thoſe Parts from 
whence the Seraſquicr expected his chiefelt Reinforcements. In

Ta the Upper Hungary General Schultz, who commanded the Emperour's Forces in 
thoſe Parts, having notice that Count Tekeley had put an 150 Men with twoPeices of 
Canon into Zeben, a ſmall Place bordering upon the Mountains not tar from Eſpe- 


ries, haſten'd thicher, took the Place, and pur all the Garriſon tothe Sword, in 


revenge of what Tckeley had done before, upon his taking a ſinall Garriſon from the 
Imperaaliſts, | 

Zeben.thus recoyer'd, General Scbalrz ſent ſeveral ſpies intoCount Tekeley's Army; 
by whom being duly inform'd of the number of his Men, and the Situation of his 
Camp he reſolv'd to give him a viſit. Accordingly, leaving the lumber of his Bag- 

ge at Zoben, upon the ſeventecnth of September about five in che Evening b& ad- 
vanc'd withall his Cavalry and part of his fafantry, which the Horſemen carry'd be- 
hind **tm. About three in the morning, being come near the Enemies Camp, he pur 
his Men into Order, and fell (o ſuddainly upon the Rebells, that they had no time to 
put rhemſelves into a Poſture of defence. All they could do in ſo greata contuſion 
was to think how to ſave themſelves; fo that ſome flying one way; ſome another, 
the Imperialiſts were ſoon Maſters of the Enemies Camp, all their Artillery, con- 
ſiſting of five Peices of Cannon; all their Ammunition, Tents and Baggage, even 
to the very Coach and Standard of Tekeley. He himfelf was ia his Bed, and 
having hardly time to put on his Cloaths, fled away with only two or three perſons 
in his Company. In his Tent were found his Sable, his Papers, his wearing .\ppa- 
rel, his Plate and Money. 

le is certainly reported that above four thouſand were lain or drown'd in the Ri- 
vers of Tarz and Secſo, which they endeavour'd to paſs in their flight, being cloſely 
purſu'd all the way by the Imperial Cavalry. Fourteen Standards and other Colors 
were afterwards ſent and preſented to the Emperovur as the Trophies of this Victory. 

In purſuance of his good Fortune, the Viftorious General upon the 24th. of Sep- 
tember ſate down before Barfecodt, a Town well fortified with a (ſtrong Wall with (e- 
veral Towres and Redoubts, aud a deep Mote, wherein was alſo « Garriſon conſiſt- 
ing of between three or four Hundred men, beſides Inhabitants that bore Arms. 

having notice of the General's March, made all the Preparation they could 
for a ſtout reſiſtance, uncovering their Houſes to.prevent their being fir'd by the 
Bombs and Fire-Works of the Afſailants, removing their Goods into Vaults and 
Cellars: and then caſting up ſeveral Works within the Town. . 

So ſoon as the General had poſted his men, he causg'd i large Battery to be rais'd, 
under the ſhelter of which five or ſix Hundred choſen men commanded by Collone} 
Veteran advanCd to the Mote and making a deſcent, lodg'd themſelves wich their 
Ladders under the Wall. Which ſo diſmay?d the. Inhabicants, that they preſently 
diſpatch'd our Commiſſioners to capitulate ; who being ſent back. foc the extrava- 
gancy of their demands, Yeteran in the interim madethe Inhabitants ſenſible how he 
was P ofted under the Wall, and withal told *em that he had | ay rd ſuch a Mine, 
which would not only blow up the Wall but a/good part of the Town. Which 6 
terrifyed the credulous Hungarians, that they query cone aouey td meanet Ar- 
ticles, deſiring only the preſervation of their Ancient Privitedges, as well in Civil 
as Eccleſiaſtical Matters. The Soldiers were to Match our with only their Arms; 
a 1d what they could carry about %em, with liberty to ſuch as wopld, Ns beentertain'd 
in the Emperours Service. Which Condi:ions bring agreed to, the Garriſon march'd 
out, ahd General Schul:z. took poſſeſſion of the Town. \- * | 
- Ffom hence he march'd to the Caſtle of Mduſcowirz,, which He immediately Sum- 
mon'd ; but the Governour relying' upon the ſtrength of the Place, and the num- 
ber of the Garriſon conſiſting of 400 Men, belides a great many Mactial Peaſants, 
inſtead of returning an Anſwer, hung out a red Flag. Upon which -the General 
forthwith began to raiſe his Batteries and make his Approaches, at the” ſame time 
throwirig into the Town a great number of Granado's and Bombs ; by which means 
in a ſhort time he made a deſcent into the Mote. So that the Garriſon' apprebey- 
five of the danger of a ſtorm from thoſe that proceeded with ſuch a ſwiſt aud vi- 

arous Reſolution, after a Seige of fix days ſurrendred upsn Condition. Ns 

During this Seige, Captain Molney one of Schul:z,'s Officers aereiby with a Party 
of 300 Rebells, under the Command of Subeids, Count Teckeley's great favourite, 
who were going to put themſelves into the Caſtle of Maſkow!rx, totally routed ghejr 
whole Body, took Swbeide and his Wife Priſoners; and- belides other good Booty 
forty Thouſand Crowns in ready Money. OTIS arte 

Nor was the Venetian Fleet leſs ative in the Archipelago; Fort on the ſeventeenth, 
of Septewber they made a deſcent near to Dragowafto, anciently a City of Acarnania 
call'd Oeniade, ſeated at the mouth of wy River Achttom ; {o famous among the Fa» 
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bles of the P:zcs, Where they were no ſooner landed but they were joyn'd by two 
Thouſand and five Hundred of the Greeks, deſirous of their ancient Liberty; and 
thus embody*d march'd go Miles up into the Country, waited the whole Pro- 
viace of Acarnenia, burnt two great Towns, Uragof, and Zapaachz, together with 
2a great many ſmall Villages ; defeated the Sangiac of che Province, who endeavour'd, 
wich what Forces he could get together, to make. oppoſition againſt 'em, and at 
length, with a great Booty and many Pris'ners, return'd to their Fleet. 

But now to return again to the Ciry of Buda, the ſucceſs of which Leaguer all 
Europe liſtend after wich attentive Ears, we find the Seraſquier Baſſa, after an at- 
tempt to relieve the Town, twice repuls'd toward the beginning of OFober; and 
then when he found himſelf diſappointed, retiring back again in haſty diſorder with 
the Duke of Lorrain and twenty Thouſand Horſe at bis heels, not daring to make 
head, or look back till he had poſted himſelf under the Cannon of Alba Regalis. 

In the mean time the EleCtor no leſs eager in the purſuit of Honour toil'd in pre- 
paring all th'ngs ready for a general Aſſault, raiſing Batteries, advancing his ap- 
proaches, and opening Mines, in 8 mon ent to demoliſh the labour of many aw 
While the perverſe and half ſtarv'd Enemy, as if they had only fed upon the hopes 
of Releif, as retlefly labour'd with continual SaBeys to diſturb the Progreſs of his 
indefatigable Endeavours. This was the Pains and Travel of this Month whichex- 
ercis'd both Parties. 

Upon the Second of November they made a Salley with three Hundred Men, but 
were beaten beck again by the Bavarianz with the loſs of ieventy of their Number, 
who w. re ſlain upon the Place.  _ ay 

The next day they appear'd again with between three and four Hundred Horſe : 
but perceiving that the Baverians were drawn up in aPoſture ready to receive 'em, 
they preſently retreated back. * OA = IF 

The very ſame day they made another Salley on that fide next to old Buds, 
where the Germax's guarded the Trenches; but there they were ſowarmly welcom'd, 
that they were glad to retreat in great diſorder leaving twelve of their number 
Pris'ners, beſides what were-ſlain in the skirmiſh. Thefe Pris'ners, upon their Ex- 
amination,affirm'd that the 7enizrie: who got into the Town a little beforegbrought 
no Proviſions along with*em; of which however there was then at that time ſo 
great want, that a pound of Horſe-Fleſh was ſold for nine Pence. 

On the Fourth of November. the Bevarians ſtorm'd the Tower of the Caftle 
which. looks toward the Water, :by others call'd the Great Tower ; but were not 
able to make themſelves Maſters of .it, though they contended for it ſeveral hours 
together with great ſlaughter on-both ſides : However afterwards, they made a ſhift 
with a Battery of. ſix Peices of Cannon to beat down all the Towers of the Caſtle a- 
bout the Turks Ears, and to lodge themſelves very near the Caſtle ir ſelf: fo that 
now all the publick latelligence, in this Part of the World ſounded loud to a Ge- 
neral Aſſault, and: the fatal Determination of ſo long and ſo bloody a diſpute. 

And there, is, ao. queſtion, tobe made, but that never any Beliegers labour'd 
with more indefatigable pains; with ſuch' an obſtinacy, that neither inundation of 
Water 3 nor unſegſanable Weather could ſtop the Career of their Travel, beyond 
all the Rowan loduſtry before Fera/alem:: But when the day was appointed, the 
Duke of - Lorraisrelaps'd to ſuch a degree that the Margreve of Baden was ſent to 
Command the wana ab his Indiſpaſition ; and more than that, not ta mention 
the Rainy weather alleadg'd for another Cauſe, the Seraſquicr Baſſa, ſaid to be re- 
paſs'd the Bridge, of Eſſech, fo ſoon- as the Duke had ceas'd his purſuit, advances 
again and lodges himfelf within four Hungarian Miles of Buds. 

It behov'd him to uſe all his Wits to fave his Neck : and therefore while he lay 
there, he provided five Boats Jaden with Proviſion and Ammunition to be ſent up 
the River, and at the ſame time having given orders to the Baſſa of Agria to Ala- 
rum the Imperialiſts of. P.Z, refolv'd himſelf to advance near the Leaguer ; as 
if he intended :to afſail the Chriſtian Camp, to the end that by the favour of the 
Night and ſucha D:verſion the ſupply might the more eal1ly'be got into the Tows, 
Bur the Duke of Lorrein, having notice of his delign, commanded Major Ge» 
neral Dxnevelt "to paſs the Danaw with a Body of Horſe near Yacie, which he 
did, direCting his March toward Peſt: So ſoon as the Turks perceiv'd thelmperial 
Froops, they retreated with all the haſte they could. Oa the other fide Danevelr 
advancing along by- the River. ſide, . had the good Fortune to meet with five 
Boats ; which he rook with eaſe, and put to the Sword all the T»rks that were in 
'em. By which means the ſupport intended for the Garriſon became a ſupply no 
leſs ſeaſonable tothe Beſiegers. But 
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| But notwithſtanding this Diſappointment, and that the Beſieged were {aid to 
redac'd to four Thouſand Men; they forgot.not their wonced Cuſtome of mz- 
king Salies , firſt upon the thirteenth of November, at what time they werebea- 
ten in again with little loſs to the Beſfiegers's The next day they came: forth .a- 
gain and forc'd the Bevarians from their Works,” but other Forces coming: .in- po. 
their timely aſſiſtance the Chriſtians regain'd. their Poſts, though with the luls.of 
two Hundred Men. The fifteenth cap they made another Salley: with fix Hine 
dred Men, and 'prevail'd fo far, that they rookigway and carxy'd into the Town 
the very Degl Boards which the Beſiegers made;uſe of in working their Mines: 
Which nevertheleſs was rot ſo prejudicial as theig-Counter-mings which now be- 
gan to take Effet. ff | | 
And certainly it was exicouragement ſuſkcient for the Beſieged to do their 'nt- 
moſt to preſerve themſelves and annoy theirEnerjes; when they ſaw the Sera/quier 
Baſſa with his numerous Troops o*r-ſpreading all the neighbouring Feilds ; and 
watching all opportunities to:ſend 'em freſh Relief: For the Bſſs was all this 
while poſted within five Miles of the Town; ſo that the Imperiat Cavalry being 
hinder'd from forraging ſuffer?d very much ; while the Beſiegers ſeem'd in a-man- 
ner beſteg'd themſelves. | 
But that which mainly incommoded the Chriſtians was the unſeaſonable Wea- 
ther ; which had not only drown'd ſeveral of the Bavarian Trenches, bur begot 
ſundry diſtempers as well among the Officers as Soldiers, lying wet and cold, which: 
had much impair'd the Infantry and much weaken'd the Cavalry;infomuch that the 
Regiments of Savoy, Magn, and Heufter were reduc'd to Thirty and Forty Men. 
\ Yet notwithſtanding all the hardſhips which they ſuffer'd, the lmperialiſts could 
not fo ſoon refolve to go without the purchaſe of a Place which-had coft the ex- 
pence of fo mich time and blood.” And therefore perceivipg that the Sera/quier 
embolden'd with a Re-inforcement of forty Thouſand frell'Men, and fourteen 
Peices of Cannon, drew nearec 20 nearer, - within'two Miles. of the Camp, a 
Council wascall'd, wherein they refoly'd, to abide the Enemy in their Trenches 
which were deep and well fortifi'd. I fe, | 
On the other (ide the wary Turk did'not think it convenient to makea general 
Attacque upon the Enemies Camp, where he well knew he ſhould meet [with a. 
dangerous oppoſition. For upon his firſt approaches certain Detachments of the 
Imperialiſts being ſent out to encounter his formoſt Troops: hed given'emt; ſuch 
roofs of their Courage, that the Baſs was” fore*d*toretire.-/ Which rhe Beſreged 
impatient of his delays obſerving, and to ruine one of the Chriſtian Batteries which 
did very much annoy the Town, made a dethardey y upon the Bevariar Quars 
ters, but were repuls'd with conſiderable loſs at'whar time:Collonel Xyeig- who 
commanded inthe Trenches, two Captains atid' a Ljeytenanr' of the fame Regi- 
ment were ſlain.

On the 25th. the Belieged made another "Salley wherein yhey rvin'd ſeveral of 
the Beſiegers Works and diſcover*d their chief-Mine./Nor yas ble ro prevent 
ſome ſucceſſes of theEnemy,where ſo numerous ar Army taily hover'd'fo near their 
Camp.

On the 29th. of Oftober the Ser/quier advanc'd'{o near the Chriſtian Camp that 
ke beat in their main Guard. Yut:the Pol5ſh Horſe commanded by Prince Zubo- 
mirtks not only gave a ſtop to their further Progreſs, but conſtrain'd'*em to retire 
with ſome loſs. Nevertheleſs the Beſfieged encourag?d with their new recrwts of 
Men and Proviſion the fame day nete deſperate a Salley with 2000 Men, th: t 
they forc'd the Imperialiſts from their Trenches, and being conducted by a Re- 
negado who two days before had got intothe Town, to their Principal Mine, they 
took the Powder out of it, ruin'd all their Works -on that {ide and advanc'd to the 
Beſjegers chief Batrery z but the Forces that guarded the next Poſt, haſt*ning to 
their Releit; the Enemy was beaten into the Town again. 

Thereupon at length in conſideration of the Seaſon, the ill Condition of the 
Army, and for that their Principal Mines and Works were ſpoil'd, both Generals 
reſoly'd, in purſuance of the Emperours Orders, to raiſe the Seige. To which pur-
